; sures in the newspapers of the 
J FBI and the threat they pose to 
the privacy of the individual 
■ citizen and the further threat 
1 “ey pose by way of blackmail, 

- direct or indirect, on anybody 
who has the effrontery to say 

1 anything unkind about Mr. J. 
Edgar Hoover” — , the FBI
